We have 
many shei ri->s,'so-called, which are much 
superior to the jworer classes «.t sherries 
that are imported; yet they do not hell 
as well because thev are called sherries. 
The interest on money is so l.i.di in 
California that growers and dealers are 
compelled to part with their wines too 
soon. 1 hey cannot keep theni In stock, 
a- the interest would eat up ihe pr. 
Hut the time cannot be distant when it 
will be found that our California wines 
will be equal to Any in the world. Of 
late years there is coming into ht'arin_- 
all over the state the choicest represent- 
ative ot the best grapes in Europe. East 
of the Rocky Mountains tbe foreign 
grape does not thrive. But on the Pa- 
cific coast the most delicate foreign 
grapes are easily acclimated, and the 
consequence is that there are already 
coming into bearing all over the state 
the very choicest representatives of the 
grapes of tbe old world." 

'• How about California champagnes 
"There are some varieties now coming 
into the market which are pronounced 
by connoisseurs equal to any that we im- 
port. There is what is k.iown as the 
'Eclipse,' an extra dry, the ' I'rivate 
Curvee,' a medium dry, rich and with a 
fine bouquet, and the ' Muscatiile," w hich 
is very fruity and heavy, ilamim .V Co. 
are the agents of tbese fine wiut -." 

"Wuat with regard to the other so- 
ca'led California wines and American 
Champagnes?' "Well, the objection to 
the ordinary American champagne is 
that it is an artificial one. It is usually 
made from the Catawba grape and 
charged with carbonate acid gas. Wines 
made in this way have not the bouquet, 
nor are they as clear nor as healthful as 
the best champagnes. Alum is put into 
them to make tbem clear, and no first- 
class grocery would dare to sell the 
manufactured champagne, however good 
t might taste or look, on account of its 
unwholesjmeness. Trie California cham- 
pagnes, also, which have heretofore been 
brought into this market, were made 
from inferior grapes and represented the 
tirst attempts at champagne making.

Corn is likely to be worth at least 
forty cents a bushel, to be converted into 
fat hogs, cattle acd sheep ; at which price 
the crop soon to be harvested is worth 
twenty million dollars. Wheat is worth 
a dollar a bushel, [and may bring more 
before the next harvest. From three 
staples we get forty million dollars. A 
bale of cottou (5<>0 pounds) that may 
grow on au acre ; it burnt in a plantation 
pot, will leave only five pounds of asb. 
This ash represents the ea- thy part of 
lint, so that 495 parts in 500 of this 
staple are common air with its vapor, 
which should cost the producer nothing. 
If he burns 2,000 pounds of cotton that 
may grow on another acre, in a similar 
way, he will have left some thirty pounds 
of ash. Two thousand pounds of wheat 
burnt in tbe same way will give about 
forty-five pounds of ash. Tbe compo- 
sition of these products of the soil may 
be proved by synthesis as well as by 
analysis. The-e facts being undenied 
and undeniable, it follows that cotton, 
corn and wheat, as put upon the markets 
of the world, are substantially organized 
air. This organization can only take 
place in obedience to chemical and vital 
laws. 



A Little Western Incident.

Hut 
if theit: is, all who'oh«Tve 
that the plants when tajy have once in- 
t#-rniirnrleil thrir braiches will rer|iiirc 
attention for a long seiesof years. Sul 
seijuently to 17S7, astlie cultivation of 
cotton extended and became profitable, 
every variety of cotton that could be 
gleaned from the foir quarters of the 
world has been tried, but none of tbem 
but the one has rcsilted in anything 
useful. 

Mr. .lames Hamilton, who formerly 
resided in Charleston, md who now re- 
sides in Philadelphia.was indefatigable 
in procuring seed, which be transmitted 
to his friend, Mr. (^ouser, of Ht. Simon's. 

Mr. Couper planud sorae acres of 
Bourbon. It grew md blossomed but 
rlid not ripen its friii-, and perished in 
the winter. 

Mr. Hamilton, sent t cottou plant from 
Siam. It grew large, was of rich purple 
color, both' in foliage and blossom, but 
perished also without rinening as fruit. 

The Nankin cotton was introduced at 
an early period — the same that Mr. Sec- 
retary Crawfard distributed the seed of 
some years back. It was abundant in 
produce, the seed fuzzy, and the wool of 
a dirty yellow color, which would not 
bring even the price of other short staple 
cotton. But I knew it to produce three 
hundred weight to the acre on Jekyl 
island in Georgia. The Kidney seed 
cotton, that produces the seed a ^ 
clustered together, with a long, strong 
staple extending from one side of the 
seed (and which I believe to be the Bra- 
zilian or. Pernambuco cotton) was tr Jed. 
and watf the only new species upon w&ch 
there could have been any hesitancy, 
but this, too, was given up because not 
as valuable and not as productive.
